DEPORTATION OF CHINESE

Tn consequence of the Governor's 
wise policy, Mr Ford was much gratified 
atd encouraged to find that the Botani- 
cal Gardens were, on the 15th of last 
March, again restored to the charge of 
the Superintendent in a more complete 
and useful way than they ever were 
before, a trust which it has been, and 
will be; he says, his endeavour to dis- 


charge to the utmost of his ability while 
he retains the direction of its business. 
Since the gardens wore constituted a 
separate department, impediments to 
progress, such as existed in correspond- 
ence and the ordinary business transac- 
tions, have, says Mr Ford, been remov- 
ed, and in consequence of this more time 
has been availuble—instead of less, as 
Mr Price anticipated would be the re- 
sult, in consequence of the additional 
work of o clerical natura which would 
fall upon Mr Ford—for botanical inves- 
sien and garden management, be- 
sides, he adds, the freedom which bis 
mind has received from the improved 
system which have been inaugurated. 


aré available. He has recently been 
over most of tho round planted, and 
from observations made in thirteen dif- 
ferent places, which would fairly repre- 
sent the whole and found that about 
seventy-five per cent of the trees planted 
were dead. On the hills near Wanchui 
Gap, the deaths amounted to about 
ninety-per cent. Of the twenty five per 
cent which were alive, a great oumber 
appeared so very sickly that there was 
little promisc of their surviving. The 
trees when in tho nurseries were not 
thinned as they should have bean; and 
when they were planted they were 
pulled out of tho ground, thus greatly 
injuring their roots, instead. of being 
carefully lifted; the roots- were not pro- 
perly protected from sun and weather, 
consequently, before reaching their dis- 
tant destinations the plants hod fre- 
quently greatly suffered from lack of 
moisture in their tissues, which, after 
planting, the lacerated roots were unable 
torepair. Tle plants, from overcrowding 
in the ourseries, were also weakened in 
the parts proceeding from the plumule, 
so that both radicle and piumiale being 
so much damaged, the vitality of the

comments on the Report on ‘I'ree Plant, 
ing which Mr Prica addressed to His 
Excellency the Governor on the 28th 
August, 1877, giving as his reason that 
on this information, and the recommenda- 
tions contained in the report, it appears 
that the plan or scheme of moro oxtend- 
ed works, commenced Inst year, was 
partly based, and that it is necessary to 
remove some falso impressions and con- 
clusions which have been arrived at. 

Mr Price, he says, was not responsible 
for the tree-planting (referring to Sir 
Arthur Kennedy's instructions) from the 
date of his arrival in Hongkong until 
February 1877, when the writer tempo- 
rarily vacated the charge, and, in con- 
sequence, Mr Price was only in pos- 
session of such information and statistics 
as wore gathered from bis (Mr Ford's) 
Report on Gardens ond Tree Planting, 
which was forwarded, through Mr Price's 
office, for the information of the Governor, 
on the Qist December, 1876, which His 
Excellency Sir Arthur Kennedy desired 
Mr Price to acknoWledge and thank 
him for. Mr Ford thereforo ar 
that, as many of Mr Priciia calculations 
and conclusions must Kave been mere 
speculations, in consequence of bis not 
being in possession of statistics on soma 
subjects which it was not necessary 
should appear in his (Mr Ford’s) report, 
itis not surprising that some of them 
should have been rather wide of the 
mark, and probably some of the figures 
wehich differ from Mr Ford’s returns

n paragraph 12, Mr Ford, tor the 
more ready comparison of the report, 
places side by side what, ho says, it ia 
necessary to quote from the report, and 
his own opinions on the quotations. 
The details are of little interest to the 
eneral reader. Tho quotations from 
fr Price's report show under § 
headings (parngraph 11,) trees planted 
from 1878 to 1877, 76,455; and Mr 
Ford’s table shows only 69,032. 


Referring to paragraph No, 14 of Mr 
Price’s memorandum, which sets forth 
that, looking to the exposure of most of 
tho sesitesit would benecessary to plant 
the trees somewhat thickly 60 as to enable 


that not less than four shgpld be planted 
to every hundred feet square or in other 
words 1,740 to every acre,—Mr Ford 
says the question of shelter may be left 
out of consideration altogether. He 
adds that 1,210 trees to an acre is quite 
enough. .'To plant 5,000 acres proposed 
he thus reduces the number of trees 
needed from 8,600,000 to 6,000,000. 


In para, 16 of his report Mr Price 
says that one of the reasons why plantin; 
has been hitherto conducted upon suc 
asorry scale in this Colony was to be 
found in the smallness of the Govern- 
ment nursery at Sookaonpo, which would 
not hold more than 10,000 seedlings 
and is therefore unable to accommodate 
one year's sowing and the preceding 
year’s trees. at one and the same time. 
Un this Mr Ford remarks that: it ie a 
mistake. The Nursery named will accom- 
modate nearly 50,000 trees at one time. 
In 1876, there were 19,706 and not half 
of the ground was occupied. More trees 
were not propagated simply because tha 
Department had not suflicient money. 
Mr Ford had represented to Sir Arthur 
Kennedy the importaice of extended 
tree planting, but His Excellency did 
not appear to be sufficiently interested 
in the work to adopt the suggestion, 
The following is a return of the number 
of frees planted and the cost of the 
work for four years, including the main- 
tenance of all trees in streets and roads 
as well as mountain planting. In 1878, 
10,837 trees ‘were planted ata cost of 
$361 (conts omitted); 1874, 4,970 trees 
at a-cost of 83563 in 1875, 21,890 at u 
cost of $620; and in 1876, 20,770 trees) 
were planted at a cost of $569, After 
street and-road planting were provided 
for, the balance of money was: spent in 
hill planting ; the trees were usually in 
the Howery “beds much later’ than the 
time—March--which Mr’ Price gives. 

lanting of Pinus sinensis 
was before April and sometimes not 
‘before the widile of June, and plating 
was carried on up till the end or July, 
‘In port. 10, Mr Price bad said that 
“to turn out ss many as. five hundred 
thousand trees: every spring, a nursery 
conteining-14 or 16.aores would be re- 
quired, alto the anntial serviced of sixty 
toolies for one month’ to collect. seeds, 
as well as sixty. coolies for two monthé. 
to dig. holes, to wrapup and’ bind the 
plants with steaw, aad to. convey them 


to: thelr: destinations,” .Mr ‘Ford. re- j an 


marke that the ground required: would 
be about ‘twenty acres. Halt’. of 
the, number. of .coolies stated: for -aced 
collecting: should be sufticient, bit about 
ten times the number Fara for dig:

Vhen planting, the holes also were not 
filled with soil, but were receptacles for 
a superabundance of water during every 
shower, which kept the roots in a minia- 
ture swamp, at a time when the plants, 
with their damaged organs, were not in 
condition to assimilate so much moisture, 
‘Khe trees were also planted too deep; 
in mony cases Le found the small stems 
were covered with soil to a depth of six 
inches. 

Mr Ford remarks that had experience 
and intelligence, such as could only have 
been obtained by careful observation 
and study of the science of plant life, 
anda knowledge of expedients for the 
greatest economy of Iabour, been con- 
tinually brought to bear on the diree- 
tion of the work, we should not now 
have to record the sad reault of the 
year’s work, 

As bearing upon the foregoing ro- 
marks, the report devotes three para- 
graphs to sotting forth o few physiolo- 

ical facts upon which vegetable life 

epends and concludes Division IT. with 

a quotation from “an excellent sutho- 
nity on forest management,” who said,— 
“How necessary it is that foresters 
should become thoroughly acquainted 
with the“aws that govern the healthy 


development of trees before they have 
the management of rearing them.” 


The third section of Mr Ford’s report 
commences with a statement of tha be~ 
lief that it is most important that the 
Botanical and Forest mauagement should 
be in charge of one and the same per- 
son, and be the Superintendent of the 
Gardens; as botanical, arboricultural 
and horticultural works are all so inti- 
mately connected, that in a small Co- 
lony like this the three branches of one 

refession cannot be separate without 
detriment to one and all. The superin- 
tendent bas so many things to deal with 
in the three branches, that he should be 
us unfettered as possible by official rou~ 
tine and circumlocution, such os éxisted 
when the gardens were o sub-depart- 
ment of the Survey Department, when 
delays occurred in dealing with subjecta 
Tequiting prompt attention, which were 
fatal to the business in hand. As one 
instance, Mr Ford mentions the delay 
in dealing with the plants of Pithecslo- 


disastrous results. ‘The plant was in- 
troduced, through Kew Gardens, from 
South America, and was successfully 
treated in our nursery, 1300 plants be+ 
ing reared, but the Survey Department, 
he says, could not be induced to move 
in the matter. of transferring them to 
the forest establishment until after more 
than threo monthe after he had reported 
them as requiring prompt attention. 
‘The importance of thesa things seems ha 
says, tobe snpppreemied ry tho officials of 
the Survey Department, which is, per= 
haps, not much to be wondered at, seas 
ing’ that the knowledge of such things 
does not form part of their professional 
training. As one more instance of that 
department's inability to cope-with this 
department's affairs, he mentions that 
during his absence in England 180 
species of plants were lost to the gar- 
dens, os he reported and furnished the 
‘names of them to the Acting Surveyor 
General on: the 28th August, 1878. 
Some of these. plants, which had been 
introduced from ex ae ond Germany, 
and of which he had only single planta 
of many species, he found: had been re- 


moved in pots to the Cemetery, and al- . 


though he several times asked for their 
return, so that: they could be Propagat= 
ed, thus posers the species, offering 
to let them have,‘ after propagation, 
plants in return, his applications wore 
fever replied to, nor has he to this doy 
received the plants. es
